Challapin Dominated Cast

Musteally, the work was the hest that
has heen presented In this eity for
many years., The gigantie figure of
Chalinpin not only towered above all |
the other giunts of the cast, but actunlly |
fnspired them to efforts unknown here. |
ifore in technique and splrit.  This,
with the added seenie nnd lghting
¢fectx, which have never been equalad
cven by the Metropolitan Cgmpuny, In
Thilndelphin, gave o pregentation whieh
will become history  in Philadelphia

opern.

1t i= not ton much to say that Chalin-
pin was the whole show,  From the
moment of his deamatie appearnnee in
the prologue to the closing scene he
dominated the situntion wherever he
appeared.  Dominant s Borls, he s
will greater as Mefistofele,  Sityntion
after situatlon  revolved around  his
marvelous lwrsnnnli!,\'. and he ghowel
Limself to be the real muaster in what
is commonly known as n *‘title vole,"”

Vornlly, he wns a8 superh as he was
in charneterization and In  dramatie
effeet,  He aeted where neting wis re-
quired and he sung where voeal effect
was demnnded, but ever he dominnted
the oepern, e ludd the unique voceal
auality of appearing as almest o tenor
volee where the dramatle sltuation re-
aquired It and asx a bausto when that
amlity was required.  To select the
egpecinl,_portlons of the apera where
Le was *‘at his best" wounld simply
mean to detail the severnl numbers in
turn,  He was at his best all the time,

One of the most effective things
whieh he did was the wystery with
which he enveloped the role and always
without nny apparent effort,  An ofort
would lave ruined the effeet, bat it
waw never npparent.  Ile had only to
appenr on the stage to. command the
attention of the awdience, but, low-
aver, withont in any way deteacting
from the roles in evidenee,
